Royce, Weaver In Runoff; 
Kauth Wins AS Prexy Post

It wasn’t until the last 
ballot had been counted 
that the 1962 fall semester 
AS elections livened up. 

Sophomore class _presi- 
dential candidates Roger 
Royce and Dan Weaver 
each polled 118 votes and 
will face each other in a 
special run-off election to- 
day. 

A special constitutional 
amendment was barely passed 
by the Santa Ana College stu- 
dents in Wednesday’s election.
